Town  Considers  Two  Major  Annexations 


Two  large  areas  adjacent  the 
town  are  requesting  annexation. 

One  of  these,  San  Antonio  Hills 
(West),  comprises  approximately 
275  homes  on  mostly  l^rge  resi- 
dential lots  similar  to  adjacent 
properties  within  Los  Altos  Hills. 
The  request  for  annexation  comes 
from  the  San  Antonio  Hills  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  town's  staff  will  be  report- 
ing to  the  City  Council  on  the 
required  annexation  procedures. 
The  process  will  involve  extensive 
review  by  residents  of  the  area,  by 
Los  Altos  Hills  and  by  Santa  Clara 
County  officials. 


The  second  annexation  request 
pending  is  for  360  acres  that  in- 
clude the  Patton  Brothers  Quarry 
off  Stonebrook  Avenue  and  the  un- 
developed hills  to  the  southwest. 
The  property  is  uninhabited  but 
there  is  a  plan  for  subdivision 
under  the  name  Quarry  Hills. 

The  request  for  annexation 
comes  from  the  owner,  De  Anza 
Properties  of  Sunnyvale,  which  is 
presently  modifying  its  initial 
proposal  to  decrease  the  number 
of  building  sites  and  address  the 
issues  of  open  space,  ridgeline 
preservation,  access,  creek  protec- 
tion and  quarry  reclamation. 


At  the  time  of  incorporation,  the 
town  attempted  to  include  the 
quarry  property  within  its  bound- 
aries, and  it  later  attempted  to 
annex  the  property  to  close  the 
quarry  and  bring  the  area  under 
local  jurisdiction.  Previous  owners 
successfully  blocked  these  earlier 
attempts  at  annexation. 

The  Los  Altos  Hills  City  Coun- 
cil is  expected  to  consider  the 
Quarry  Hills  issue  before  the  end 
of  this  year.  There  will  be  exten- 
sive review  and  continued  public 
hearings.

Pinewood  Students  Show 
Community  Spirit 


In  coming  months,  students  of 
Pinewood  High  School  on  Fre- 
mont Road  will  be  working  with 
Public  Works  Director  Bill  Ekern 
and  the  Town  Maintenance  Crew 
in  a  program  of  tree-planting 
along  some  roadsides  in  Los  Altos 
Hills.  The  offer  to  help  in  a  com- 
munity service  project  came  from 
the  students  through  Joan  Lantz, 
Vice  President  of  Pinewood.  The 
City  Council  felt  this  type  of  effort 
would  benefit  the  Town  and 
would  also  provide  long-term 
rewards  to  the  students,  who 


could  watch  the  results  of  their 
efforts  for  many  years. 

Approximately  20  redwood 
trees  will  be  planted  along  the 
north  side  of  Arastradero  Road  to 
replace  the  eucalyptus  trees 
burned  in  the  1985  fire.  This 
section  will  be  planted  by  the 
Honor  Society  under  the  direction 
of  Gary  Kersting.  Also,  a  row  of  40 
oaks  will  be  planted  by  the  Senior 
Class  under  the  direction  of  Jamey 
Smith.  Other  projects  may  be 
planned  for  the  future. 


Septic  Systems  Require 
Maintenance 

Most  homes  in  Los  Altos  Hills 
utilize  septic  tank  systems  rather 
than  sewers,  and  septic  tanks  need 
preventative  maintenance.  Here 
are  a  few  tips  provided  by  the 
County  Health  Department: 

•  Septic  tanks  should  be 
pumped  every  five  years,  or 
three  years  if  a  garbage 
disposer  is  used. 

•  Diversion  valves  should  be 
turned  every  six  months. 

•  Surplus  water  from  down- 
spouts or  drainage  systems 
should  be  diverted  from  the 
leach  field. 

•  Heavy  irrigation  over  the 
leach  lines  should  be 
avoided. 

•  Horses  should  not  be  al- 
lowed where  leach  lines  are 
located,  especially  during 
wet  weather,  for  large 
animals  can  cause  compac- 
tion and  prevent  transpira- 
tion from  leach  lines. 

For  best  operation  of  septic 
tanks  systems,  as  well  as  for  water 
conservation  puposes,  water- 
saving  devices  such  as  low-flow 
toilets  and  shower  heads  are 
recommended. 


Hills  Household  Income  Ranks  High  in  Bay  Area 


Los  Altos  Hills  residents  had  an 
average  household  income  of 
$110,396  in  1986,  moving  the  city 
from  4th  to  3rd  among  the  104 
cities  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
area. 

The  Town  had  the  highest 
average  household  income  in 
Santa  Clara  County,  according  to 
figures  from  the  Association  of  Bay 
Area  Governments.  The  only  cities 


with  higher  incomes  are  Hillsbor- 
ough and  Ath^rton  in  San  Mateo 
County. 

All  cities  posted  significant 
growth  in  income  during  the 
1980s,  and  Santa  Clara  County 
cities  averaged  a  58  percent 
growth  rate  over  the  six-year 
period. 

While  household  income  may 


be  high  in  Los  Altos  Hills,  the 
Town  maintains  one  of  the  lowest 
property  tax  rates  in  Santa  Clara 
County. 

Annual  operating  expenditures, 
approximately  $2.5  million  this 
year,  generally  cover  only  the  most 
basic  governmental  functions. 
Budget  reserves  are  maintained  for 
emergencies,  but  some  of  those 
funds  may  be  needed  soon  for 
increases  in  costs  of  necessary 
services.

Beauty  and  the  Beasts 

The  first  rains  of  the  season 
were  a  welcome  relief  after  the 
long,  dry  summer.  The  beautiful 
green  hue  of  winter  and  spring 
help  make  Los  Altos  Hills  a 
picturesque  place  to  live,  but  with 
beauty  comes  the  beasts. 

Some  4x4  drivers  love  the  rain, 
because  r-a-i-n  spells  m-u-d  to  4- 
wheelers.  Altamont,  Moody,  Elena, 
Fremont  and  Natoma  Roads  are 
often  torn  apart  by  those  who 
seem  to  enjoy  destroying  the  peace 
and  property  of  others.  Town 
Maintenance  Supervisor  Art  Men- 
doza  and  his  crew  (along  with 
resident  volunteers  who  enjoy 
jogging,  bicycling  and  horseback 
riding)  spend  countless  hours  ^, 
repairing  damage  after  a  few 
irresponsible  4-wheelers  drive  up 
onto  Town  pathways,  pri\'ate 
property  and  orchards,  spinning 
their  tires  and  leaving  damaged 
plants,  trees  and  foot-deep  ruts  in 
the  landscape.  Sometimes  they 
drive  out  onto  newly  paved 
roadways  leaving  chunks  of  mud 
and  debris,  creating  unsafe  road 
conditions  and  traffic  hazards. 

This  violation  of  602(m)  P.C. 
(driving  any  vehicle  upon  real 
propertv  belonging  to  another)  is  a 
misdemeanor,  and  violation  of  594 
P.C.  (vandalism)  may  be  a  misde- 
meanor or  a  felony,  depending 
upon  the  amount  of  damage.  You 
can  help  your  Sheriff's  Office  keep 
Los  Altos  Hills  safer  and  more 
beautiful  if  you  are  able  to  get  a 
license  plate,  description,  or  any 
other  information  when  you  see 
these  acts  being  committed.

The  Los  Altos  Garbage  Com- 
pany will  offer  free  pickup  of  trash 
for  its  customers  at  five  locations 
from  7:30  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  on  Satur- 
day, December  12.

Trucks  at  these  locations  will 
accept  only  debris  that  is  boxed, 
bagged  or  bundled  and  easy  to 
handle,  and  cuttings  that  are 
bundled  no  longer  than  three  feet 
by  four  feet. 

Large  loads  of  cuttings  or 
debris,  appliances,  wood  and 
furniture  must  be  loaded  into  large 
debris  boxes  at  the  pickup  stations.

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Community  to  be  Surveyed  on  General  Plan 


Los  Altos  Hills  is  preparing  a 
comprehensive  update  of  its 
General  Plan,  and  a  committee  will 
soon  be  appointed  to  assist  in 
preparing  a  survey  mechanism  to 
determine  community  opinion. 

A  General  Plan  is  a  policy 
document  for  guiding  the  long- 
term  development  of  a  community. 
State  law  requires  each  city  and 
county  to  prepare  and  adopt  such  a 
plan,  and  to  periodically  review 
and  revise  it. 

The  Town's  General  Plan  was  or- 
iginally written  in  1975,  and  it  has 
not  undergone  a  comprehensive 
review  and  update  since  that  time. 

The  Town  has  set  a  goal  of 
completing  by  June,  1988  first 
drafts  of  revisions  of  five  elements 
of  the  General  Plan:  Housing, 
Noise,  Safety  and  Seismic  Safety, 
Conservation  and  Open  Space,  and 
Recreation.  Data  to  support  these 
elements  are  currently  being 
collected  and  analyzed.  Drafts  of 
two  other  elements.  Land  Use  and 
Circulation,  are  to  be  compiled 
during  the  1988-89  fiscal  year,  and 
the  entire  General  Plan  will  be 
consolidated  into  a  single  draft 
document  for  public  review  during 
the  summer  of  1989. 


Community  involvement  is 
needed  early  in  the  process  in 
order  to  identify  issues,  opportuni- 
ties and  assumptions  about  the 
future  development  of  the  com- 
munity. The  City  Council  will  soon 
be  establishing  a  General  Plan 
Steering  Committee  to  assist  in 


preparing  a  community  survey 
mechanism  and,  based  on  commu- 
nity opinion,  to  prepare  policy 
documents  that  would  formulate 
goals  for  the  General  Plan.

Los  Altos  Hills  Owns  20  Parcels  of  Land 


In  addition  to  the  Little  League 
fields  and  Byrne  Park,  Los  Altos 
Hills  owns  18  other  parcels  of  land 
with  a  total  of  156.5  acres. 

Many  of  these  parcels  are  small 
and  inaccessible,  but  here  are  some 
that  are  open  for  public  use: 

•  Fremont  and  Edith  Avenues, 
one  acre,  has  benches  for  passersby. 

•  Eight  acres  between  O'Keefe 
Lane  and  the  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway,  unimproved. 

•  Two  13-acre  parcels,  one  off 
Dawson  Drive  and  the  other  off 
Murietta  Lane,  steep  and  wooded, 
defined  as  open  space  lands  with 
pathway  easement  access. 

•  Two  parcels  comprising  five 
acres  on  Moody  Road  near  Rhus 
Ridge,  located  in  the  Adobe  Creek 
flood  plain. 

Byrne  Park,  50.25  acres  on  Alta- 


mont  Road,  is  the  town's  largest 
parcel.  It  is  used  for  hiking  and 
horse  trails  and  is  adjacent  the 
town's  14.69-acre  Westwind  Barn 
and  horse  boarding  property. 

Periodically  people  suggest 
improving  a  portion  of  Byrne  Park 
for  picnics  and  weekend  outings, 
but  funds  for  landscaping,  ameni- 
ties, maintenance  and  security  are 
not  presently  available. 

The  Little  League  fields  on 
Purissima  Road  adjacent  Freeway 
280  consist  of  four  playing  fields, 
snack  bar,  horse  ring  and  a  red, 
two-story  maintenance  building  for 
the  town.  The  property  comprises 
10.2  acres. 

The  only  other  significant  Town- 
owned  parcel  is  25.5  acres  on 
Moody  Court.  This  property  is  very 
steep  and  its  use  only  as  open  space 
is  considered  most  appropriate. 
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
